JOBS could be at risk at 
Kidderminster firm Victoria 
Carpets if the business is 
broken up as part of a 
takeover bid, its managing 
director has warned. 

The company’s manage¬ 
ment has been coming under 
pressure from shareholders 
who want to see a bigger 
return for their investment. 

A consortium of share¬ 
holders is leading a potential 
takeover, which is headed by 
former chairman Alexander 
Anton - who is a member of 
the firm’s founding family. 

The firm employs around 
700 people. 

But the company’s board 
issued a statement to share¬ 
holders recommending they 
vote against any proposed 
takeover plans. 

Mr Anton and fellow 
director Geoff Wilding 
resigned from the board 
earlier this year in a row 
over incentives. 

A general meeting will be 
held on October 3 in Birm¬ 
ingham for Mr Anton and 
Mr Wilding to seek re-elec¬ 
tion to the board. 

Victoria’s managing direc¬ 
tor Alan Bullock was ousted 
from the board alongside 
three other directors during 
the recent tense annual 
general meeting. 

Mr Bullock, who remains 
an executive at the firm, 
said: “This dispute is 
putting people’s jobs at 
risk.” 

Homes plan 
for reservoir 

HOMES could be built on 
the site of a former reservoir 
in Kidderminster. 

Fourteen detached houses 
would be constructed on the 
old Severn Trent reservoir 
in Sutton Park Road, which 
has been filled in and 
grassed over, if plans go 
ahead. 

The structure of the reser¬ 
voir, built in 1886, is still 
underneath the lawn and 
would need to be demol¬ 
ished. 

The plans have been sub¬ 
mitted to Wyre Forest Dis¬ 
trict Council by David 
Wilson Homes. 


TAXPAYERS MUST WAIT 
FOR WASTE PLANT Nil 


THE full cost to the taxpayer of a con¬ 
troversial waste incinerator planned 
near Kidderminster will be revealed in 
November, it has been announced. 

Worcestershire’s environment chief Anthony 
Blagg said plans for the EnviRecover plant at Hartle- 
bury were being finalised ahead of work starting. 


The project was given the 
go-ahead by Communities 
and Local Government Sec¬ 
retary Eric Pickles in July 
and bosses hope to start 
building by the end of the 
year. 

Councillor Blagg was 
invited to speak at a public 
meeting at Hartlebury 
Village Hall on Monday, 
which was attended by 150 
people. 

Many people wanted to 
know the total cost of the 
scheme, originally estimated 
at £120million. 

Concerned 

Councillor Blagg said the 
full financial details of the 
contract were not yet known 
but a report was due before 
the county council’s cabinet 
in November. 

Steve Brown, of North 
Worcestershire Green Party 
said: “As a taxpayer in 
Worcestershire, I’m quite 
concerned about the impact 
of this incinerator and the 
cost that might fall on tax¬ 
payer." 

Councillor Blagg said: 
“We are working on the con¬ 
tract and the financial 
details will be going before 
both (Worcestershire and 
Herefordshire) cabinets in 
November.”

This will be converted into 
up to enough electricity to 
supply about 20,000 homes. 

The scheme prompted 
more than 1,100 letters of 
objection and a petition 
against the plant was signed 
by 2,300 people. 

Campaign group Worces¬ 
tershire Residents Against 
Incineration and Landfill 
(WAIL) is looking at launch¬ 
ing a legal bid to prevent the 
incinerator from being built.

NHS chiefs 
get appeal 
over town 
hospital 

CAMPAIGNERS fighting to 
save Kidderminster Hospi¬ 
tal have written to health 
chiefs pleading to keep the 
site open. 

More than 12,000 people 
have signed a petition 
against the hospital being 
closed or downgraded. 

It is facing an uncertain 
future because of a proposed 
shake-up of hospital services 
in Worcestershire. 

The Kidderminster Hos¬ 
pital Alliance is calling for 
the hospital to be used more, 
not less. 

The Alliance has now 
written to Penny Venables, 
chief executive of Worcester¬ 
shire Acute Hospitals NHS 
Trust, arguing that the peti¬ 
tion represents a true cross 
section of the population of 
Wyre Forest. 

It says: “The message that 
has come across strong and 
clear is indeed the need to 
maintain or even enhance 
the services at Kiddermin¬ 
ster Hospital for the good of 
the whole county.” 

The Alliance asks for more 
information about the 
options for the future of hos¬ 
pital services and also asks 
health chiefs to consider 
whether more services, such 
as a wider range of surgery, 
could be offered at Kidder¬ 
minster to help ease pres¬ 
sure elsewhere in the county. 

Health chiefs say there is a 
growing gap between the 
demand for healthcare and 
funding. A £200m shortfall 
by 2014/15 is predicted.

Civic Society's glimpse 
in new-look building

MEMBERS of Kidderminster 
Civic Society had a preview of 
work being carried out at The 
Piano Building, a distinctive 
Victorian carpet warehouse 
in the centre of town. 

Thomas Vale Construction is carry¬ 
ing out a £3.5 million refurbishment of 
the historic building on behalf of its 
new occupants, Birmingham Metro¬ 
politan College. 

All the beams in the building have 
been treated for woodworm with some 
requiring additional support. 

Richard Green, divisional director of 
Stourport-based Thomas Vale, said: 
“When Thomas Vale was awarded this 
project, it was clear to us that many of 
the building’s original features were 
visible. 

“The design and delivery teams have 
tried to ensure these historic elements 
have been maintained.” 

The civic society members were par¬ 
ticularly interested in the cast iron 
support columns which run vertically 
throughout the building, and which 
still have the name F. Bradley, Kidder¬ 
minster, embossed on them. 

Staircase 

Bradley and Turton was an iron 
founders and hydraulic engineering 
company, on the corner of Park Lane 
and Stourport Road. 

Founded in 1831, the foundry was 
renowned for the production of cast 
iron water wheels, drain covers and 
more significantly the spiral staircase 
for the budding engineer Thomas Vale 
when he started his first project, to 
build the bridge over the River Severn 
in Stourport. 

Other historical elements found 
were numbers on each of the beams. It 
is thought these were to mark the sep¬ 


arate bays when the building was a 
warehouse for Brinton Carpets. 

Brintons built it for that purpose in 
1867. It was constructed over a short 
arm of the canal, enabling narrow 
boats to enter and to be unloaded by 
hoists to all levels through hatches in 
the timber floors. 

The name of the building came from 


the roof shape which, when seen from 
adjacent mills, chimneys or from 
above, resembles a grand piano. 

The building has stood dormant 
since 2001. 

Birmingham Metropolitan College 
has joined forces with Kidderminster 
College to open a new academy in Kid¬ 
derminster.

ON Sunday at the Autumn 
Wings and Wheels Fly-in at 
Halfpenny Green Airport, the 
Boulton Paul Association will 
exhibit a replica of the world’s 
first aircraft gun turret in the 
nose of an Overstrand bomber. 

Back in the early 1930s, as aircraft 
speeds increased, poor gunners in 
their open cockpits had great diffi¬ 
culty aiming their hand-held guns 
and changing magazines with frozen 
fingers. 

Boulton Paul Aircraft, then in 
Norwich, came up with the world’s 
first fully-enclosed power-operated 
gun turret, and redesigned their 
Sidestrand medium bomber, replac¬ 
ing the open gunner’s position in the 
nose with the new turret. 

The redesigned aircraft was called 
the Overstrand, the two names of 
small villages in Norfolk. 

The circular turret was pneumati¬ 
cally powered, the single Lewis gun 
operating a plunger on each side of 
the vertical slot in which it lay, to turn

the turret. The slot was closed by 
another , piece of advanced technol¬ 
ogy, a zip. As the gun was raised or 
lowered it automatically opened and 
closed the zip, keeping the gunner 
draught-free inside. 

When the turret was locked in 
position, the gunner could perform 
his other function of bomb-aimer, 
opening a small window, and swing¬ 
ing his bomb-sight into position. 

Badge 

The RAF’s single Sidestrand 
squadron, No 101, was re-equipped 
with the new aircraft, and as the first 
squadron in the world with turret¬ 
armed bombers, to this day features 
a turret on its badge, though of the 
medieval castle variety. 

All the Overstrands were built in 
Norwich, but Boulton Paul did bring 
two of them to Wolverhampton when 
the company re-located, and used 
them for turret development work. 

It had purchased the rights to a 


French electro-hydraulic power 
system for use in its subsequent 
turrets, like the Defiant and Roc 
fighters which were rolling down its 
production lines at the outbreak of 
war, and it was in the nose of an 
Overstrand that these turrets were 
first flown. 

More than 20,000 Boulton Paul 
gun turrets were built over the next 
15 years, up to and including that 
fitted to the nose of the famous Avro 
Shackleton. 

Ten years ago the Boulton Paul 
Association set out to build a replica 
of this revolutionary gun turret, and 
the nose of an Overstrand bomber, 
in which to display it. It is this 
replica, newly completed, which will 
be exhibited at Cockpits West, a 
display of aircraft cockpits which 
will be one of the many attractions 
at the show. 

Also on display will be one of 
Boulton Paul’s Avro Lincoln tail 
turrets, which also equipped 101 
Squadron, 10 years after their 
gunners first came in out of the cold.

Pick of the Week 


Family matters are set 
to complicate events 


T he First World War is over, Sybil 
is pregnant with her first child 
and Mary is about to marry 
Matthew. 

So, as we enter 1920, everything is 
well in the Crawley family’s world, 
right? 

Well, not exactly - after all, this is a 
TV drama, so misery, scandal, back¬ 
biting, chaos and tragedy can only be 
just around the corner. 

Certainly life at Downton Abbey 
may never be the same again - 
Bates remains in jail after being 
wrongly convicted of his wife’s 
murder, and butler Carson is 
struggling to find the ‘right’ kind of 
person to join the staff; it seems that 
the war has changed everything and 
people are no longer happy to spend 
their lives waiting hand and foot on 
wealthy aristocrats, not when they 
may have a chance to make 
something of themselves. 

Of course the biggest news from 
this third series is that Oscar-winning 
Hollywood megastar Shirley MacLaine 
is joining the cast as Cora’s 
redoubtable mother, Martha Levinson, 
who makes the journey across the 


Atlantic for the big Crawley wedding. 

“In those days the American women 
who had money were looking for titles, 
and the titled men were looking for 
American money,” explains MacLaine. 
“So Martha fits the bill of the American 
matriarch who lands across the pond 
with money. And they expect her to 
finance whatever’s wrong with 
Downton Abbey.” 

The actress, whose previous 
projects include such massive 
cinematic hits as Sweet Charity, 

Terms of Endearment, The Apartment 
and Steel Magnolias, will only be 
appearing in a handful of episodes, 
but is sure that her character will live 
long in the memory. 

“She is extremely outspoken. 
Martha’s basic role in these episodes 
is to plead with the Dowager 
Countess to wrest herself, if possible, 
away from tradition, because that’s 
what caused the war in the first place, 
and to become more flexible in 
relating to change.” 

What viewers are looking forward to 
is seeing MacLaine and Maggie Smith 
(who plays the Dowager Countess), 
lock horns on screen - after all, they 


are two of the acting game’s most 
formidable, experienced and talented 
women. 

But MacLaine lets us down slightly 
by claiming there won’t be fireworks 
between them: ‘The gunfight at the OK 
Corral does not happen between 
Maggie and me. We do a little sparring, 
we have our moments, but it’s more 
sophisticated than that. Martha is not 
just a crass, cranky American coming 
in there to call a spade a spade. She’s 
very smart and to a large extent 
sensitive as to what’s going on with all 
her daughter’s children. 

‘And Maggie’s character is so well 
established, but you have to look 
beyond what is her expected reaction 
to Martha. The Dowager Countess is 
a human being who has complications 
and a past of some pain that Martha 
understands - and to some extent 
addresses herself to.” 

MacLaine does, however, admit that 
she had a grand old time, and 
especially enjoyed filming at Highclere 
Castle, which doubles as Downton. 

She’s also sure we’re going to enjoy 
watching her character in action - 
and, frankly, we can’t wait to see her.

AIKIDO, the Japanese martial art taken 
from ancient weapons, is to make its debut 
in Kidderminster this weekend. 

Instructors will be on hand from 11 am to 
3pm on Saturday at the Samurai Judo Club 
in Zortech Avenue. 

Visitors will be able to watch demonstra¬ 
tions of aikido and the use of weapons. 

There will also be an opportunity to take 
part in basic practice sessions. 

Aikido’s origins can be traced back to the 
12th Century, but the modern sport was 
created in the 1920s by Morihei Ueshiba 
(1883-1969). 

One interpretation of the name is “The 
Way of Harmony of Spirit”. It is based on 
spherical movements by which an 
attacker’s aggressive force is turned 


against itself. The main aikido techniques 
are joint immobilisations and throws using 
the opponent’s momentum. 

Although it takes time to become profi¬ 
cient, instructors say the training is enjoy¬ 
able, challenging and rewarding. All the 
instructors are qualified senior coaches 
and fully insured teachers for all levels, reg¬ 
istered with the British Aikido Board, CRB- 
checked and first aid accredited.

Cashmore’s strong second 
leg brought Britain back 
into contention and they 
ended up with silver in a 
blanket finish. 

There was also a bronze 
for Cashmore in the 4x100m 
freestyle relay. 

But her finest hour on the 
individual front came when 
she took silver in the SB8 
100m breaststroke event. 

And she went desperately 
close to a medal in the S9 
200m medley, finishing 
fourth. 

Record 

Cashmore had qualified as 
the fastest from the 100m 
breaststroke heats but had 
to settle for silver as Russia’s 
Olesya Vladykina took gold 
in a record one minute 17.17 
seconds. 

A delighted and disap¬ 
pointed Cashmore was three 
seconds behind. 

“Olesya was absolutely 
incredible out there, she is a 
fantastic athlete and hope¬ 
fully one day I can beat her,” 
said Cashmore. 

“I felt really confident 
going in. I have done such 
hard training this year and it 
didn’t quite pay off how I 
expected. To come out with a 
silver is better than I did in

Beijing and Athens and I 
have got to really be happy 
with that. 

“But I am one of these 
people that beats myself up 
about never quite being sat¬ 
isfied and I think I have to be 
satisfied with that. 

“I personally don’t think I 
swam to my full potential 
but that is probably me 
being rather hard on myself, 
I just thought I had a bit 
more in there.” 

The fourth-placed finish, 
on the other hand, was the 
stuff of nightmares. 

“Fourth - it is the worst 
place,” she said. “It is the 
position that I came in 
Beijing and I didn’t want to 
replay that moment again 
and unfortunately I did. 

“I just really wanted to get 
my bronze medal from 
Athens 2004 in the medley 
back and it wasn’t to be. 

“I thought I had a lot more 
to give but it just wasn’t 
there and now I feel frus¬ 
trated. I feel like if I did 
something a little bit 
quicker then that could have 
been the difference between 
bronze and fourth, but that 
is sport for you. 

“I am happy with that 
silver, it just took a night to 
think about it and think 
actually that it is a silver at a 
Paralympic Games and that 
is pretty impressive.”
